With these words the 
Church begins her evening office of Passion Sunday. 


During the four weeks preceding this Sunday, 
we have noted, in the Episties and Gospels, that the 
activity of Christ’s enemies was gradually increas- 
ing. .-wew were irritated by His very presence, by 
the large number of miracles which people reported 
they witnessed, and by His seeming popularity with 
the populace. 


If it were not for their jealousy they would have 
paid some attention to Him, because He had foretold 
that Jerusalem and its glorious Temple would be

But jealousy and envy do not allow clear think- 
ing; they are passions which control emotions. It is 
the same today with regard to the Church. Through- 
out the world and even in our own country, there is 
organized resistance lest the Catholic Church become 
too influential and have a larger popular following. 
She is misrepresented by organized movements, and 
no matter how frequently the Catholic press answers 
the false charges they are still reiterated. 


We read in today’s gospel that the Jews 
threatened to stone the Son of God as a blasphemer, 
but His time had not yet come to die in the manner 


even to make Him a King, He miraculously disap- 
peared, but on this occasion “He hid Himself.” In 
our churches the crucifix is hidden by a veil, as are 
even the statues of the saints. 


At the Mass the Psalm ahead of the Confiteor at 
the foot of the altar is omitted and it is used at the 
Introit. There is no Gloria Patri said from Passion 
Sunday until Holy Saturday, and, of course, no 
Alleluia. It is a time of grief and not of rejoicing. 

In the Epistle we are reminded that the Old Law 
sacrifices were types of Christ’s bloody sacrifice. In 
the Gospel He reminds His enemies that they had 
not been interested in hearing the truth; or even to 
take the trouble to determine whether He was the 


destroyed; that no matter if they put Him to death 
He would rise again.

This is Passion Sunday, and your Bishop feels obligated, in 
conscience, to exhort you to keep the balance of Lent with great 
earnestness. If you have spent on amusements, liquor, smokes,

your conscience should hurt you.

Archbishop O’Boyle Speaks 


Delivering the sermon at the 
Mass, Archbishop Patrick A. 
O’Boyle of Washington stressed 
the theme used by Archbishop 
| Cocognani. He said there is “sick- 
'ness” in the institution of the fam- 
ily and the home, and this is be- 
cause “men insist on proceeding 
|on the indefensible assumption that 
ithey have the right to set up speci- 
'fieations of home and family life 
without reference to God at all.” 


Devoted to the theme “The Fa- 
ther, the Head of the Home,” the 
conference heard more than three- 
score speakers discuss such various 
| topics as “the Psychiatric treatment 
of Marriage Problems,” “Develop- 
'ing Family Attitudes in the Child,” 
“Some Positive Steps a Father Can 
Take,” and “Discipline of the 
Young Child.” 


At the conclusion of the conven- 
tion, the conference went on record 
in favor of government subsidies 
for families. In a formal statement, 
it declared that a national Family 
Allowance Act should be passed to 
alleviate “many of the serious 
hardships that still beset large 
numbers of American families.” 


Economic Evils Exist 


The conference noted that de- 
spite reform efforts and “the un- 
paralleled resources of this coun- 
try,” there still exist economic 
evils which are detrimental to 
many families. And it indicated 
that a government scheme of fam- 
ily subsidies would far toward 
preventing many mothers from be- 
ing for to work in mills, shops 
and factories. (Such subsidies have 
long been government policy in 
Canada and some other nations.) 


The declaration also said that “a 
truly great need of our day is the 
‘assumption on the part of the fa- 
ther of his divinely ordained posi- 
+tion as head of the family.”

Dp? the words, “forcign missions” conjure up in your mind 

the idea that “foreigners” are people whom we ou ht 
te help after we have helped ourselves; or that they are a 
“pieus extra” to whom we might give our superfluitics, 
after we teok care of all our wants? 


In the Parable of the Good Samaritan Our Saviour told us 
that our neighbor is not the one who is close to us, but the 
one who is far away from the point of view of bioed, race and 
friendship. The Samaritan was a “foreigner” to the Jew as the 
African to us may be called a “foreigner,” but Our Lord defined 
him as the “neighbor.” The neighbor is the one who has eternal 
resemblance before God: even our enemies have that image 
Our Lord also turned upside down our “natural” ideas about 
loving. We often identify loving with liking, but Our Lord 
said there was no reward in loving those who liked us. We 
are to love those whom we never think of liking. 


Perhaps the Holy Father had this parable in mind when 
he said: “Charity te The Seciety for the Propagation of the 
Faith exceeds all other charities as heaven, earth, and 
eternity time.” His Missions with their 1,100,000,000 parans 
are our neighbors of whom God said: “Thea shalt love.” 
The Hindu living on 6 ounces of rice a day, the Chimese 
coolie slaving for Russian tyrants in Peiping, the Japanese 
living according to the precepts of Buddha and yet feeling 
hungry in spirit for more intimate communion with God— 
all these are our neighbers—“Thea shalt leve.” 


Our Lord went so far in revolutionizing our ideas of kind 
ness that He said: “When thou makest a dinner or a supper 
call not thy friends, nor thy kinsmen, nor thy neighbors who 
are rich; lest perhaps they also invite thee again, and a recom 
pense be made to thee. But when thou makest a feast. call 
the poor, the maimed, the lame and the blind: and thou shalt 
be blessed, because they have not wherewith to make thee recom 
pense; for recompense shall be made thee atthe resurrection of 
the just.” Notice that Our Blessed Lord gives the high sound 
ing name of “feast” to helping those who are not our friends. 
our relatives, but He indicated that it is not only what we should 
do, but it is also something far more festal than eating at noon 
or in the evening with our friends and relatives. If any of you 
would like to turn your dinners ifto banquets we have the list 
of the poor in our World Mission Office. Serve the banquet 
in their lands not in your homes. A “feast” implies more than 
a dinner; so helping the lepers, and the pagans who are blind 
to the light of faith and deaf to the hearings of the word of 
God implies a sacrifice. 


Now after reading this little homily on the word of the 
Seon of Ged, may the Holy Spirit inspire you to give up some- 
thing during Lent that “you may be blessed” and receive 
recompense.
